General Grant 
spat about two ounces of blood, and then wiped the 
traces from his face with his hand and appeared 
calm and collected. Senator Chaffee left the house 
at 6:15. He said: “He had an injection of mor- 
phia at 6a. m. and I think he will live through the 
day. He lost a teacup full ot blood. He was so 
much collected that he directed those attending 
him to hold the vessel so that no blood would reach 
the floor. Dr. Shrady at 7 o'clock said that Gen- 
eral Grant was asleep, and thathe was doing as 
well as could be expected under the circumstances, 
He also stated that Dr. Douglass was taking a much 


needed rest. - 
4 CRISIS PROBABLE. 


The hemorrhage in Gen. Grant's throat this 
morning was the accident that had been feared by 
those nearest to the patient. The immediate result 
was not stramgulation, as had been anticipated by 
those in aftendance and the General himself. Just 
how serious the result would be on the general con- 
dition of the patient could not be foretold early in 
the morning, but at 8:30 a. m. there was no per- 
ceptibie increase of debility or weakness caused by 
loss of blood. It is of course possible 
that a crisis may occur to-day, but the 
possibility of such 1 turn during the 
daylight is scarcely entertained among those best 
posted as to the General's cond:tion. Senator Chaf- 
fee's opinion this morning is that General Grant 
may not die during the day. and such is the opinion 
of well-posted persons who have no incentive or 
bent to be alarmists, though ali hold themselves in 
readiness for any critical developments. The hem- 
orrbage this morning iu General Grant's throat was 
arterial blood. The General seems not at ali 
alarmed, and the family was not very greatly 
frightened. The hemorrhage was due somewhat 
to the increase of the disease, and was induced by a 
momentary fit of coughing. The probabilities are 
that he will survive 0-day. ; 
STEADILY SINKING. 

At 12:45, Mary Alice Brown, an artist, whom the 
General bad patronized and befriended some time 
ago, called and was told by Harrison that the Gen- 
eral was steadily sinking.

Lee's Surrender to Grant. 
Battrwors, April 7.— Col. Chas. Marshall, chief 
of General Lee's staff, speaking of the surrender at 
Appamattox, and of the meeting of Generals Grant 
and Lee, says: “When shown into the room, 
General Grant advanced and shook hands 
with General Lee. The Federal commander was in 
undress uniform and without side arms, while Gen- 
erdi Lee was in full uniform. General Grant, by 
way of apology to General Lee for coming without 
his side arms, said that his sword was with 
bis baggage, and because of his desire 
reach tho place for the conference, he had hasten 
on in undressuniform. This was the only allusion 
to a sword that was made at the interview. After 
the terms of Surrender were settled, Gen. Grant ex- 
plained that he was advised that General 
Lee's force had a number of federal prisoners 
who, like their captors, were out of rations. Gen- 
eral Sheridan replied that he could supply 23,000 
rations. General Grant then instructed him to 
send 25,000 rations to General Lee's commissary. 
After the interview General Lee asked 
for General Williams, and thanked that 
officer for the kindness shown to dis 
son, Gen. Custis Lee, who had been captured sev- 
eraldays before. When Gen. Lee and Col. Marshall 
rode off, the Federal officers filled the front porch.” 
Col. Marshall is not sure that Gen. Grant was 
among them, for his thoughts were busy with 
other matters at the time.

RUSSIA'S PROGRESS IN ASIA. 

It is reported that in view of the complications in 
Asia, the Governments intend to dispatch a mili- 
tary commission to Teheran to renew the negotia- 
tions with Persia which were begun by Disraeli, bnt 
dropped by the present Government. Prof. Vam- 
bery's article stated that in a few years Russia will 
penetrate to within close proximity of Herat, part- 
ly by way of the Caspian Seaand partly from the 
left side of the Oxus, by railway through Merv. In 
the meantime she is raising among the Turcomans 
a military force which will equal the renowned na- 
tive regiments of India. She has already 6,000 
Turcoman cavalry, armed with European rifles, and 
well drilled, under Colonel Lopatinsky, who are in 
every way ready for invasion.

Let, in spite of the 
many and great reforms in administra- 
tion, in spite of increased parliamentary 
representation and the promise of more 
and greater reforms which that increase 
necessarily invol ss, the Government has ap- 
parently gained nothing in popularity—if, in- 
deed, it has not lost. The yoke has been light- 
ened and padded, but it is a yoke still; and the 
nation that wearsit is no more patient, no 
more disposed to accept itasa permanancy in 
1885 than in 1708 or 1650. 

What are the detestable elements in a gov- 
ernment so generally detested by the governed? 
They may, we think, be summed up in the 
fundamental] political truth enunciated by 
Jefferson: All governments derive their juat 
powers from the consent of the governed.” 
Ireland has submitted to English rule, but 
never consented, and never will consent. Sub- 
mission has always been accompanied by pro- 
test, and always will be while submission con- 
tinues. There never has been, never can be, 
any real union between England and Ireland; 
and the norainal union will last only so long as 
it is backed by British bayonets. Take these 
away, and the two nationalities, divided only 
by afew miles of water, would at once be as 
far apart in everything pertaining to politics 
as if all the oceans rolled between. Irish inde- 
pendence is the only solution of the Irish prob- 
Jem; and sooner or later, peaceably if it can, 
forcibly if it must, independence must come. If 
the future King and Queen of Great Britain and 
Ireland do not see that there is no satisfactory 
redress of Irish grievances possible short of 
recognized Irish nationality, and that such 
recognition, whether near or remote, is inevit- 
able, then they are utterly blind to the plain- 
est and most palpable signs of the times, and 
might just as well, so far as valuable informa- 
tion is concerned, have gone to Nova Scotia or 
the Cannibal Islands, 


In a letter to the Postmaster-General order- 
ing the suspension of the Postmaster at Rome, 
N, Y., President CLEVELAND sounds a loud, 
sharp and decisive note of warning to all offi- 
cials who may be found delinquent or inatten- 
tive to their duties, expecting to make scape- 
goats of their incompetent or unfaithful as- 
sistants. The reports of the inspectors under 
President ARTHUR had shown the Rome Post 
Office to be a badly managed concern, and that 
the requirements of the law had been persist- 
ently ignored in the keeping of its accounts 
and the making of its reports. Buta petition 
from the best citizens exonerhted the Post- 
master, laying all the blame on a subordinate, 
and as all deficiencies had been covered with 
cash, he was permitted to remain in office, and 
the Senate took no action when President 
CLEVELAND nominated another, vice the pres- 
ent incumbent, to be removed for cause. Hence 
the ad interim suspension, in making which 
the President gives notice that he will do all lu 
his power to rid the public service of officials 
who neglect, or permit their subordinates to 
neglect, their official duties. A few examples 
like this of prompt removal or suspension for 
neglect will infuse a new spirit into the service 
and make civil service reform an exceedingly

The Walls of a House Cave in and Bury the 
Body of a Dead Man.

DOING GOOD WORK. 


Gen. Stevenson's Sanitarians Accomplish- 
ing Fine Results in Their Labors. 

Gen. Stevenson said to-day that he considered that 
the new sanitary force had done excellent work. 
The large majority of them, when they began 
work three weeks ago, were new to the business, 
but, under Mr. Francis’ direction they had quickly 
learned what they were required to do and how to 
do it, and at present they are covering the ground 
admirably, and making such an inspection of the 
city as it never had before. “The people are 
responding well,“ he said, “to the invitation 
given them by our officers to remedy evils 


discovered by the latter, and in the few instances 
where they fall to do so the pressure of the law is 
brought to bear with satisfactory results. Lands 
are being drained and filied up in different parts of 
the city. We have attack first those places 
where unsanitary conditions are known to exist, 
and a great change for the better is known to have 
resulted. I have applied part of the department 
fund tothe purchase of 200 barrels of copperas, 
fifty of which are on hand in this building ready to 
be placed in the ponds aod sink holes not 
readily amenable to the draining process. Already 
the sanitary condition of the city is greatly im- 

roved and the work is only fatriy begun thus far. 
Where the people are too poor to do the work 
themselves, we shall step in and do it for them. It 
is a thorough job which is going on, and when it is 
accomplished St. Louis will be the most salubrious 
city in the land.“

A Conference Among the People Who Are 
Cleaning the City. 

The distributing commit of the Sanitary Aid 
Association met last night, Prof. Potter, the chair- 
man of committee appointed to visit the Health, 
Water and Street Commissioners, reported that the 
Health Commissioner had said he would appoint 
additional inspectors to act as chemists; the Street 
Commissioner had expressed himself as ready to 
fillany well on the sidewalk or in the streets when 
ordered to do so by the Association, and the Water 
Com missiooer stated arrangements would be made 
to connect premises, where wells were to be filled 
up by the city, with the water supply. The salaries 
of the inspectors for the month of March were 
$1.579 16 Tne total expense, including chemical 
analysis, is estimated at $5,000. A resolution was 
adopted, that citizens residing in the suburbs could 
have their wells and cistern water analyzed at the 
rooms of the association.
